Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 1& 
years old, may homestead a quate: 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at aby 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth 
er or sister of intending homesteader 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land ir 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 8( 
acres, solely owned and occupied bs 
him or by his father, mother, son 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each o: six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis 
triets. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

What happened td the woollen in- 
dustry in Canada ang this decade? 
In 1901, the capital invested was 
$10,587,808; in 1911, it was only 
$8,539,305. 

This simply means that the British 


j Preferential tariff in woollens benefit- 


ted British manufacturers at the ex- 
pense of Canadian manufac‘urers. 

Five factors contribute to the differ- 
ence in the cost of production in the 
United Kingdom and in Canada. First, 
the cost of building and equipping a 
plant is much greater in Canada than 
in Britain. Secondly, interest charges 
on capital are greater in a new and 
partially developed country. Thirdly, 
Canadian manufacturers have not yet 
reached that stage of industrial de- 
velopment where they can specialize 
extensively, and are consequently com- 
pelled to fill some contracts at a loss. 
Fourthly, the greater part of the raw 
material is in the United Kingdom. 
In 1911, of the 7,195,436 pounds of raw 
wool imported into Canada, 3,962,722 
pounds came from Britain. The fifth 
and most important factor is labor. 
We do not want to keep skilled work- 
men, out of Canada, or drive out those 
already here by decreasing their 
wages to the level of British wages. 

If capital’ invested in the woollen 
industry decreased by $2,048,503 dur- 
ing-the last census decade, what de- 
crease may we expect during the next 
decade if the British preference on 
woollens is not reduced, and what 
would happen to our woollen industry 
if the preference were increased 

In dealing with the British preferen- 
tial tariff, not only in the woollen in- 
dustry but in all Canadian industries, 
it 1s only reasonable that we should 
safeguard the workmen and the busi- 
ness of our own citizens first. 

In view of the efforts that are being 
made by the Department of Agricul- 
ture of the Dominion and of the 
various ppovinces to encourage the 
raising of/sheep, the foregoing state- 
ments alput the effect of the British 
prefereng are not without interest to

Senator Smoot explained to the United 
States Senate the other day how 
Japan had already taken the cotton 
trade of Manchuria from the United 
States, and would soon control the 
entire demand of China. It would seem 
evident that as Japan takes away the 
the trade in cottons from the United 
States that that country will try to 
redeem its losses by selling more cot- 
ton in Canada, especially if our duty 
is reduced. 

The Canadian tariff on gray and 
white cotton fabrics is only 25 per 
cent. and on colored cotton fabrics 
32% per cent. Japan is not one of 
our serfous competitors, as yet, prob- 
ably, because’ she is confining her 
efforts to taking away the Asiatic 
export trade of the United States. But 
during the year ending March 81st, 
1918, we imported cotton manufac- 
tures worth $8,787,000 from Great 
Brittain and $2,521,665 worth from the 
United States. 

Those who advocate increasing the 
British Preference should consider the 
effect of such an increase on our cot- 
ton industry. A recent official report 
of the British Government states that 
16 per cent. of the men engaged in the 
cotton industry in England earn less 
than $5 per week, working full time, 
nearly 44 per cent. earn between $5 
and $7.20, thirteen per cent. of the 
women working full time, earn less 
than $2.40 a week, while 39 per cent. 
earn between $2.40 and $3.60 a week. 
Tho average hours of labor in the Eng- 
lish cotton industry are 65.5 a week. 

Do. we want these wages for the 
men and women who are engaged in 
the Canadian cotton industry? 


Amerlgan Sponge Fisheries 


While sponge fishing in the Amerl- 
cas is rather a modern industry, it 
produces more than two-thirds of the 
world's supply in weight. The fisher- 
jes of the Mediterranean now produce 
about one-half of the world’s supply 
in value. Sponge fishing is believed 
to be most highly developed at Tar- 
pon Springs, Florida, and Batabano, 
Cuba. As early as 1822 the inhabi- 
tants of Key West, Florida, learned 
from specimens thrown up on the 
beaches of the presence of several 
species of useful sponges.

Mr. Robinson has been in Calgary 
for about fifteen or twenty years, for some years in the dry goods’ 
business. His reputation is above suspicion. He is a shrewd, 
honest and careful business man. He made good. S. E. Bever- 
idye is one of the Beveridge Bros., who own the Beveridge block, | 
and is interested in many prominent enterprises in this city. He’ 
is a man of ability. A. F. Landels has i -en in this city fora 
number of years, and has made good. 1|..ery person knows Ald. 
T. A. P. Frost. He came to Calgary frst as a Baptist minister 
and later went into business here. He is a very brignt and able 
man. J.C. Milligan is a civil engineer, a member of the firm of 
Messrs. Duffield, Milligan and Riddell, a director of the Yoho 
Marble Co., Ltd. 

he Aibertan refers to the directorate. helievine that how- 
ever well guarded the corporation is, that the methods of the 
company will depend largely upon the men in charge. If the 
directors ar square and honest the public will get a fair deal. If. 
thev do not deserve the confidence of the public their company 
must be under suspicion. 

Though among the directorate of this company there is not 
a practical oil man, as far as we know, yet all are successful busi- 
ness men. They are the kind of men who, we believe, will deal 
fairly with the investors. They are not wildcatters. The Alber- 
!'n considers that of importance. 

The Company’s Properties. pee ah ares 

The company has about 1,920 acres of land, situated from 

‘three to eight miles from the Dingman well. It is capitalized at 
,$100,000. The company has purchased, presumably, from the di- 
rectors, the oil leases in question for $50,000. which means at the 
rate of $26.00 an acre. It is asking the public to purchase 10,000; 
-shares at $5.00 per share, to proceed with the development. 

The first question that will occur to the public is the value’ 
of the oil leases. That is most difficult to determine. There is 
no standard of value. Some leases sell for $15 an acre, and in the 
adjoining section the same leases may sell for five times that 
amount. But compared with the figure which leases are com- 

manding in that vicinity, the price is reasonable. As a matter 
of fact, it is rather low. 

The best property held by the company, if present indica: 
tions are to be relied upon, is section 22, township 1%, range 2 
which is about three miles from the well. This is well situated 
geographically and geologically. The Albertan knows that land 
no more promising is being held for $100 an acre. If the-rights 
owned by the company are worth anything they should be worth 
half that amount. But they may not be worth anything. 

The half section !n 29-20-3, the next most valuable property, 
as present indications go, is worth about as much though further 
from the Discovery well. The other properties are less valuable. 

In a present day speculation, present day prices must be 
taken into consideration. We doubt if any person could go into 
the field with $50,000 cash and pick up as desirable leases for 
that price. So the price cannot be called unreasonable though 
the land may turn out to be worthless. 


Is it a Good Investment? 

The next question is whether or not it provides a good in-. 
vestment. That too is a matter of opinion. If the small investor | 
is to do no speculating, he should certainlv keep out of this as 
well as every other oi investment in this 4. strict. 

The investor may buy stock in this concern and lose every 
cent of it. If the Dingman well should not come along as well 
as expected, and the district proves to be only moderately pro- 
ductive, or these special properties prove to be dry parts of an 
oil district, all of which is not impossible, then the investor would 
lose money. But that must be the chance an investor takes in 
every oil company organized. 

Here is the other side of it. 

The Dingman well, according to report, is already paying 
upon a capitalization of $150,000. That is with one well. 

If the company should strike oil which produced 15 barrels’ 
a day, which is a very small vield, the investor would make 40 
per cent upon his money, which even in the short-lived oil well 
would be a good investment. It is said that the Dingman well 
is naw producing 15 harrels a day. 

Here is another way of looking at it. On the market yester. 
day, offers of 68 were made for stock in the Dingman company. 
That would mean that the well was looked upon by investors as 
worth over one million dollars. The property of the Dingman 
svndicate outside of the section in which the well is situated is 
more valuable than the entire holdings of the Rocky Mountain 
company. . 

Tf the company strikes oil in paying quantities, the investor 
or speculator will increase his monev by four or five fold. Tf it 
does not strike oil, he will lose his money. Is it worth while?!

FARMERS at OTTAWA 


Seeing Cuts in Tariff Demanded by 
of OS . Grain Men. 


Ottawa, Dec. 16.—A vigorous ar- 
raignment of the present protection- 
ist system, coupled with a demand 
for a sweeping revision of the tariff, 
were the main features of a memor- 
ial presented by representatives of 
the Dominion Council of Agriculture 
to Premier Borden and his cabinet, 
this morning. The memorial, which 
was presented by Roderick MacKen- 
vie, secretary of the Manitoba 
Grain Growers, was supplomented by 
a number of resolutions dealing with 
the questions of importance to the 
agricultural community.. The On- 
tario members stood with the West- 
erners in their demands. 


DEMANDS GROW 
‘ MORE SWEEPING. 


Tt is safe to say that the demands 
made by this year’s deputation con- 
template even more sweeping tariff 
revisions than were contained in the 
memorial. Reciprocity, as offered in 
1911, with free food, free agricultur- 
al implements, free lumber, free ce- 
ment, free meat and free flour, to- 
gether with an increase in the 
British preference to 50 per cent. 
looking towards free trade with 
Britain in five years, are the main 
repre- 
sentatives. Coupled with an expres- 
sion of lyalty to the mother coun- 
try, there is also a resolution urging 
that Great Britain be granted all the 
trade concession enjoyed by other 
countries from Canada. 

The deputation contended that reci- 
procity, which still stands on the 
staute books of the United States, 
should be accepted by Canada. By 
this pact, many food products were 
not placed on the free list, while 
there was only a slight reduction in 
agricultual implements. Cement was 
not on the free list. The deputation 
urged that the terms of the pact be 
supplemented by such conditions. 

All food products not so dealt with 
in the reciprocity pact should, ac- 
cording to the memorial, be placed 
on the free list. 


The deputation declared itself as} 


opposed to the putting into effect of 
sample markets until such time as 
all terminal clevators have been tak- 
en over by the government. They ex- 
pressed gratification at the building 
of the terminal at Port Arthur and 
hoped that all terminals would be 
taken out of private hands in the 
near future. 


WOULD PUT ONUS 
ON RAILROADS. 


An amendment was asked to the 
railway act to place the responsibili- 
ty upon railways for the killing of 
stock. At present, it was pointed 
out, the onus of proof of the killing 
was upon the farmer. 

It was resolved that the govern. 
ment appoint a general utility’s 
agent whose task it should be to 
adjust disputes between farmers and 
commission houses and elevators. It 
was pointed out that the grain com- 
mission is not now in a position to 
consider such disputes as it is now 
in the elevator business at the head 
of the great lakes.

on imports from Great Britain to 
one-half the general tariff, and to 
provide for a further gradual reduc- 
tion until there is free trade with 
Great Britain in five years. 
' 2. “That parliament accept the 
offer of the United States of free 
interchange of all agricultural and 
animal products between the two 
countries. 

3. ‘That all foodstuffs not provid- 
ed for in the above referred to offer 
to the United States be transferred 
to the free list. 

4. ‘That agricultural implements, 
lumber and cement be transferred to 
free list. 

5. ‘‘That pending the passage of 
legislation asked for herein any 
duties now imposed under the. Cana- 
dian customs tariff which are the 
cause of countervailing duties im- 
posed against any food products in 
this dbuntry by any foreign country 
be immediately removed. ‘ 

6. ‘‘That, this council urge upon 
the government the necessity of 
amending sections 254, 294 and 295 
of the railway act by adopting the 
following which has already been 
submitted to the government, and 
which would, we believe, place the 
liability for stock killed upon the 
track, where it really belongs.” 

Sec. 254 of the railway ast is 
amended by repealing sub-section 4 
thereof and enacting as sub-sections 
4 and 5 the following : 

“4—-The board shall have power, 
upon application made by it to the 
company, to relieve it, temporarily 
or otherwise, from erecting 
maintaining such fences, gates and 
cattleguards where the railway pass- 
es through any locality in which, in 
the opinion of the board; such works 
and structures are unnecessary. 

“‘5—Where the railway is being 
constructed through: enclosed lands, 
it shall be the duty of the company 
to take effective measures to protect 
the crops and to prevent cattle and 
other animals entering upon or es- 
caping from such enclosed lands.’’ 

Sections 294 and 295 are repealed 
and the following substituted there- 
for: 

‘‘295.—The company shall be liable 
to pay the full value thereof to the 
owner of all horses ‘and _ sheep, 
swine or other cattle that may be 
killed or injured upon the company’s 
lands through the operation of the 
railway, save where such killing is 
caused by reason of any person (a) 
failing to keep the gates at any farm 
crossing at each side of the railway 
closed when not. in use, (b) leaving 
open any gate on either side of the 
railway provided for the use of any 
farm crossing, without some compe- 
tent person being at or near’ such 
gate to prevent animals passing 
through such gate on to the railway, 
or (c) turning any animal upon or 
within the enclosure of any railway 
company, or (d) except as authoriz- 
ed by this act without the consent 
of the company, riding, leading or 
driving any animal upon any _ rail- 
way and within the fences and 
guards thereof.” 

“Whereas it has been brought to 
the attention of this council that 
it is proposed to establish a sample 
market at Winnipeg during the 
m.onth of December, 1913, and 

“Whereas the views of this council 
regarding the proposed sample mar- 
ket were clearly set forth in resolu- 
tion adopted on December 16, 1910, 
which was as follows: 

‘* ‘Whereas we are convinced that 
the terminal elevators as now oper- 
ated are detrimental both to the 
interests of the producers and con- 
sumiers, as proved by the recent in- 
vestigation and testimony of impor- 
tant interested bodies. We therefore 
request that the Dominion govern- 
ment acquire and operate as a 
public utility under an_ independent 
commission the terminal elevators 
at Fort William and Port Arthur 
and immediately establish similar 
terminal facilities and conditions at 
the Pacific coast and provide same 
at Hudson Bay when necessary, also 
such transfer and other  clevators 


necessary to safeguard the quality 
of export grain, and— 
‘Whereas the above conditions 


have not been fully met and whereas 
we are convinced after investigation 
that the establishment of a sample 
market under existing’ conditions will 
not he in the interest of the  pro- 
ducers of grain, but will tend to 
bring about conditions that will des- 
troy the integrity of our. present 
grading system, and will not bring 
about the desire of the farmer as is 
contained in the above quoted reso- 
lution ‘but will be injurious to the 
farmers of western Canada. 


‘Therefore, be it resolyed—That we 
do hereby protest against the intro- 
duction of the said sample market, 
and do urge that no further steps be 
taken towards bringing the sample 
market into operation until those 
who are most interested—the grain

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NOT FEASIBLE NOW 


Leading Grain Grower Admits Imprac- 
ticablility of Free Trade at Present 


The.controversy between the editor 
of the “Grain Growers’Guidg” in Win- 
nipeg and Mr. F. W. Green; secretary 
of the Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ 
Association, and one of the most prom- 
inent men in the Grain -rowers’ move- 

ment, continues. In the “Guide” of 
recent date appears a lengthy com- 
‘munication from Mr. Green in answer 
to some charges that have been made 
against him. The .following is an 


dhteresting paragraph from his letter: 


“ “On Free Trade, ‘Nothing defi- 
nite’ is the charge. Wrong again. 

I am in favor of Free Trade ab- 
-solutely, as indicated above, but 
admit it hardly possible at the 
present time. I am not in favor 
of a quack agreement fixed up to 
oppose my own country or class. 
Not in favor of free trade for my 
rival while I and my fellow far- 
mers are to be bound’ -Not In 
favor of an agreement binding me 
to keep out of my rival’s garden 
while he, forsooth, is permitted un- 
limited range in mine. Be he be- 
low the average workman, near 
home, or from abroad, or their 
employers.” 

In commenting on Mr. Green’s let- 
ter the editor of the “Guide” makes 
no reference to the feasibility of free 
trade at the present time. 


CANADIAN WOOL | 


The Home Market Is the Best Market 
For Canadian Wool 

In the fiscal year of 1911 Canada 
imported about 6,500,000 pounds of 
wool, while her ‘exports amounted to 
approximately 1,200,000 pounds, ac- 
cording to the report of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. This shows that 
we are importing about 6,900,000 more 
pounds of wool than we export, and 
when to this js added the 11,000,000 
pounds of woo! which is produced in 
Canada, some idea is formed of the 
great importance of the manufacture 
of woollen goods in Canada. 

Doubtless there will always be some 
grades of wool whitch our woollen 
manufacturers must import, just as 
in a great sheep country Iike the 
United States, with a duty on raw 
wool, manufacturers have to import 
certain grades which cannot be grown 
in that country. Every farmer should 
.Becure a copy of the report of the 
Sheep Commission, which is now avail- 
able at the Department of Agriculture 
at Ottawa. It shows the backward 
condition of the sheep industry of 
Canada at present, and indicates the 
profits that are to be made in raising 
sheep for meat and for wool. If 
Canada’s trade policy is maintained, 
and the British Preference is not in- 
creased, there is bound to be an in 
crease in the demand for wocl from 
Canadian manufacturers, who, even 
under present conditions, obtain part 
of their requirements of Canadian wool. 

The experience of the United States 
during the past thirty years has shown 
that the home market js the best marlret 
in which the American can sell his 
wool, and the same is true in Canada.

During: the street car and 
sters’ strike here,‘ the City Health 
Board ‘made arrangements. to have 
milk delivered and also to secure 
milk for. babies and invalids. © The 
plans were unnecessary because the 
milk supply in Indianapolis appar- 
ently did not diminish. At that 
time, though, the usual shipments of 
milk into the city from the country 
on the interurban lines were practi- 
cally stopped. ss: 

With no milk being shipped into 
the city, and the supply apparently 
normal, the Health Board sent out 
inspectors and great numbers of 


samples of milk were analyzed. The 
samples were up to the required 
standards, but the search for the 


source of the milk supply was con- 
tinued. i 

The discovery of the manufactured 
milk was brought about when one 
company put tvo much butter fat 
in its newly made supply. This caus- 
ed the cream tu settle to the bottom 
of the bottles. The company is one 
of the largest in the city and ad- 
mitted td city officials that it had 
been selling the manufactured milk 
for some time. 

When it was-found the manufactur- 
ed milk fulfilled all requirements as 
to the various standards the Board 
order that, commencing on Friday, 
all manufactured milk must be so 
labelled.
